otiocUon B No. a was asked by the 
defense in these words: 

“The evidence of an accomplice in 
this case is not sufficient to convict 
unless the same ia corroborated by 
other evidence tending to show tbe 
commission of the oflenae and con- 
necting the defendant therewith, and 
the evidence one of accomplice or co- 
conspirator does not and can not cor 
roborate another accomplice or co- 
conspirator.” 

Tbe instruction asked and refused 
may nut be strictly accurate in form — 
fur it may be said that while one ac- 
complice by bis testimony alone, or 
at least may, corroborate another — 
neveribelesa the idea is accurate that 
they do not corroborate each other for 
tbe purpose c-f conviction, in tbe ab- I 
acDce of other testimony. I 

Tbe jury should have been told that 
they could not convict the dt fendant 
upon the testimony of an accomplice 
or accomplices, unless such testimony 
be corioborated by other evidet ce 
tending to connect tbe defendant with 
tbe commission of the offense, and ihe 
corroboration la not sufficient if it 
merely shows that tbe offense was 
committed and the circumstances , 
therefore In Robertson's Crim. Liw | 
(v. 2, p. 1076) it is said: "If two or j 
more accdmplice are produced aa wit- j | 
nesses they si-e not deemed to currob- | 1 
orate each other.

THZ Cr'.tTBMTIONS OP THB COMMON- 
' WgALTH 

I Tbeie Mcmato be no material or 
substantial difference of opinion 
among the members of this court as 
to tbe propriety of such s limitation 
os we have indicated. The dlflerencc 
Is upon tbe question whether tbe fail- 
ure to give to the jury such a limita- 
‘ tloa of Ihe doctrine was prtjndicial 
I error. To consider this qncation, we 
i must refer to the contentions on be- 
half of tbe Commonwealth and tbe 
accused, as shown by the evidence. 
On behalf of the Commonwealth, the 
I evidence was directed to show that 
I there existed s bloody minded con- 
J spiracy, having lor ita object the kill- 
I ing of varioue m em b er s of tbe Lagis- 
latnre and especially the killing of 
Goebel; that tbe accused, who held a 
certificate ot election as Secretary of 
State and whose office was in contest, 

. was a party to this conspiracy, with 
I full knowledge of its atrocious object. 

^ and in pursuance and futberance 
thereof was instrumental in bringing 
armed men to the State Capital to aa - 
sist in its execution. On tbe other 
band, tbe evidence tor the defense 
waa diiected to establishing the fact 
that Ihe men who were brought to 
Frankfort were brought for tbe pur- 
pose of peacefully assembling tu peti- 
tions tbe Legislnture, in tbe exercise 
, (if the privilege guaranteed to them as 
' citizens In tbe Bill of Rights, and that 
! such of them as bore arms b ire them 
; openly, and aolely for tbe purpose of 
I Self protection 

! Between these two extremes of ob- 
ject in the proof tber was room lor 
many varieties of purpose which 
might be ascribed to the assemblage, 
and there was some evidence to snp 
port almost any of the theories which 
might thus be constructed. There 
waa evidence to support the theory 
that tbe oa-emblage was for the pur 
pose of impressing tbe minds of tbe 
members of tbe Legislature by tbe 
physical presence of a large number 
of men. This might be regarded as a 
spetHea of intimidation, and need not 
Imply the intent to do actual violence 
And this view was submitted by the 
court to the jary, though without the 
necessary limitation as to the effect, 
tor by the amendment the jury were 
inatmeted that the purpose waa un- 
lawful if it was “to alarm, to excite 
terror, or tbe infliction of bodily 
barm.” There was undoubtedly evi- 
dence to support the theory that there 
was a (ximbination, that the pnrpoae 
of the assemblage was to alarm and 
to do nothing else. Whether that 
evidence was to be believed or not 
was a question solely lor tbe jury, 
under proper instnetions. Tbe ac- 
cused bad the right to have the jury 
pass upon the question whether that 
was the sole object of the assemblage, 
and upon the further question wheth- 
er tbe killing of Goebel necessary or 
probably would result from such an 
assemblage. It will not do to say that 
because the Judges would have disre- 
garded such evidence had they been 
jurors at the trial it is not prejudicial, 
for the jurors are the sole judges of 
the weight of tbe evidence, and to 
bold otherwise would be lor the court 
to assume to perform those functions 
which from time immemorial have 
been regarded as within tbe sacred 
province of toe jury. 

It was said by Judge Lewis in Bow- 
lin vs. Commonwealth (94 Ky., 395): 

"In fact It is not tbe province of 
the lower court, any more than of 
this, to weigh evidenrx for the pur 
pose of determining whether a person 
on trial lor bis life is entitled to ao 
Instruction as to manslaughter. Bnt, 

If there is any evidence tending to 
show tbe homicide Is of the degree of 
manslaughter, tbe accused ia entitled 
to an instruction upon that hypoth- 
esis.” 

See also Bosh vs. Commonwealth, 
77 Ky. , z 69; Buckner vs. Common- 
wealth, 14 Bash, 603; Brown vs. Com- 
monwealth, 14 bush, 398. 

In Gibson vs. State (89 Ala., lai; 
18 Am St. R , loi) it was said: 

“Tbe testimony of the defendants 
themselves tended to support every 
pbasc of tbe instruction requested. It 
mattered not that this testimony may 
have sprung from parties deeply in- 
terested, sod have been <^>ntradicted 1 
by many disinterested witnesses, so 
ss to be entitled to bnt little weight 
in the estimation of the tril Judge. It 
was for tbe jury, and not tbe court, to 
pass on the credibility of tbe witnesses 
and the sufficiency of the evidence. 
Every prisoner at the bar is entitled 
to have charges given which, without 
being misleading, correctly state tbe | 
law of his case, and are supported by : 
any evidence, however weak, insuffi- 
cient or donbllnl in credibility. The 
charge under consideration was s coi- { 
rect enuDcistion ot tbe law, and.be-! 
ing supported by the evidence. Its re- ^ 
fuss) must operate to reverse the judg- 
ment of coDvictiou.
